EXPORTS OF JAPAN 


SHOW BIG INCREASE 


OVER PRE-WAR DAYS 


Increase Three-fold, While Na- 


tion's Imports Show Five- 


fold Gain 


TOKIO.—Japan's exports to Ameri- 


ca, up to 1917, always exceeded im- 
ports therefrom, the excess in that 
year being 118,829,000 yen.
